Owing to the dry conditions 
which prevailed from April until August, a harvest as low as 20,000,000 bushels was forecasted, 
but the substantial falls of rain which occurred in August, September, and October assured a 
satisfactory harvest from all late sown crops. 

The number of growers in the current season was 15,848 or 1,122 less than in last season.
